She’s a hard act to follow 


When _—iRosalind _ Larschan 
couldn’t get the Andover schools’ 
pupil personnel office copy 
machine to work early one Mon- 
day morning, she told the Director 
Mary French, who __ replied, 
“That’s funny. It was working fine 
last night.” 

Larschan, the special education 
program head for Andover middle 
schools, says that was not unusual 
— that French was known to work 
on Saturdays and Sundays, and 
the rest of the week. 

After August this year, she’ll 
have to make her own hours. 
She’s retiring after 13 years as 
pupil personnel director, and a 
total of 35 years in the Andover 
public school system. 

Colleagues and parents recent- 
ly honored French with a surprise 
luncheon reception at _ the 
Andover Inn, and in speaking of 
her, the word they often use to 
describe French is “dedicated.” 

“Mary has given her heart and 
soul to this job, and lots of hours,” 
says 766 PAC liaison for special 
education students Betsy 
Jankauskas. 

French’s only explanation for 
burning the midnight oil was “It’s 
a wonderful job, but there is a lit- 
tle more to it than I would like 
sometimes.” 

French who turns 65 this year, 
plans to do more hiking and 


canoeing, since she couldn’t fit it 
in as often while pupil personnel 
director. 

She came to Andover in the 
early ’60s, when her husband took 
a job in Lowell. After earning a 
masters degree in education from 
Lesley College, she became a 
learning disability tutor in 
Andover, a 766 liaison program 
head and later PPD. 

If her job has changed over the 
last 13 years it has “increased 
intensity,” French says, but hopes 
that Andover is doing a better job 
helping students. 

Elementary school special edu- 
cation program head _ Julie 
Parkhurst says she _ believes 
Andover’s special education pro- 
grams are better today than they 
were years ago because of French. 

“I think she’s had a major effect 
on the direction we've taken,” she 
says, citing alternative programs 
and inclusionary efforts. 

What does it take to make it a 
better program? According to 
French it’s a combination of more 
thoughtful evaluations of stu- 
dents, better interface with regu- 
lar education, the ability to truly 
work together and finally, more 
sensitivity. 

French is known by parents as 
a tireless advocate for the needs of 
special education students, and by

‘Year of Forests and 


Parks’ comes to town 


A stroll through the campgrounds of 
the Harold Parker State Forest in 
Andover is among a summer-long series 
of events to promote what Governor 
Paul Cellucci has officially proclaimed 
as the “Year of the Massachusetts For- 
est and Parks,” and what is also a cen- 
tennial celebration of the beginning of 
the state’s network of reservation land. 

The walk will run from noon to 2 p.m. 
Sunday July 12, in conjunction with the 
Summer Centennial Celebration. The 
tour, which will be given by a park 
interpreter, is free and open to the pub- 
lic, along with every event sponsored by

the state Department of Environmental 
Management (DEM). 

The Centennial Celebration began 
May 30 with the first in a series of Nat- 
ural Connections Events. Three to five 
such events will be held each weekend 
from May 30 until October 12 (Columbus 
Day) at the various sites that make up 
the Massachusetts State Forests and 
Parks system. Events include fishing, 
biking, hiking, swimming, boating, 
camping activities, as well as literary 
programs, trail walks, historic site 
tours, and children’s festivals. 

The park system was started June 20, 
1898, with the Legislature’s approval to 
establish Mt. Greylock State Reserva- 
tion. The approval also marked the first 
state land acquired for the purpose of 
forest preservation. During the 19th cen- 
tury, rapid industrial development had 
threatened the mountain’s natural 
resources and inspired local residents to 
take action. A petition was created, and 
soon environmental organizations were 
lobbying hard for legislation to protect

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Skate park to open July 4 


‘Boarders to go airborne in Andove

More than fireworks should be 
launched airborne in Andover July 4, 
as Andover Youth Services looks to set 
off its new skate park with a bang. 

An inflatable “moonwalk bouncy 
thing,” bands, food, a raffle, and profes- 
Sional skaters are expected be on hand 
for the grand Opening of the park. The 
park’s ramps are designed to be wide 
enough for both skate boarders and in- 
line skaters. 

“The grand opening’s going to be the 
best,” says skate boarder Mark Outwin, 
who’s particularly looking forward to 
seeing the professional skaters in town. 
“They’re all in videos and in the big 
(skating) magazines,” he says. 

Youth Services Coordinator Bill 
Fahey says the youth who will staff the 
park are being trained this week in how 
to operate a park and handle injuries. 

Provided all goes according to plan 
between now and Independence Day, 
Fahey says __ these 
youth will help

“All the ramps, 
they’re placed in the right spots.” 

Right now, however, the ramps are 
in Vermont. The town will have to 
retrieve the various skating structures 
from their makers, bring them to town, 
and have them inspected by the build- 
ing inspector before the park can open, 
says Fahey. 

People will have to sign a release, 
waiving any liability claims against 
the town for injury before they can use 
the park. It will be free for Andover res- 
idents. Non-Andover residents will be 
charged $5 per visit or $20 for a sum- 
mer pass, says Parziale.

The park was paid for by three fund- 
ing sources, including an auction by 
the Friends of Andover Youth, Town 
Meeting money, and half of the pro- 
ceeds from former Selectman Jerry Sil- 
verman’s retirement roast. 

“We raised $12,500 at the auction. 
Out of the $45,000 from Town Meeting 
we will spend probably $15,000, ” says 
Fahey. 

The rest of the $45,000 approved at 
1998 April Town Meeting will be used 
when the town decides on a permanent 
place for a skate park, he says. 

For now, though, it’s full speed 
ahead toward the Independence Day 
opening. 

“We’re really pushing for July 4,” 
says Selectman Brian Major. “It’s prob- 
ably 95 percent assured that will be the 
date.” 

“There will be enough structures 
there to have it be entertaining, but it 
won't be full-blown,” says Major.

“T will move it, but 
I’m hoping people will 
see in-line skating as 
a positive _ thing 
there,” says Fahey, of 
the park’s location.

Included in the 
park are a 5-foot-tall, 
24-foot-wide mini half 
pipe; a 4-foot tall, four- 
sided pyramid; and 
two 20-foot handrails. 

“There’s 12 differ- 
ent pieces including 
the hand rails,” says 
Mike Parziale, a col- 
lege student who 
designed the layout 
and will oversee the 
operation of the park. 
“Tt will be pretty easy 
to ride up for a begin- 
ner, but some of the 
Structures are big 
enough for more 
advanced skaters. 

“Tt should be good 
for beginners and for 
advanced skaters, but 
more so for advanced 
because of the height 
of the _ structures,”

Until today, an arts center at Merri- 
mack College was only a dream, for fine 
arts professor David Raymond, and for 
the late Irving E. Rogers Jr., known for 
his love of his community. 

Merrimack College President 
Richard J. Santagati announced Tues- 
day that a donation from the Rogers 
Family Foundation to the college will 
make it possible for the school to realize 
that dream: building an arts center. 

“My father was anxious to do some- 
thing for the college, but more so for the 
community. This was the best of both 
worlds,” says his son Irving “Chip” 
Rogers II, publisher of the Andover 
Townsman, and a trustee of the founda- 
tion. The late Mr. Rogers was publisher 
of The Eagle-Tribune newspaper. 

The donation of $1.5 million is the 
largest contribution to date from the 
Rogers Family Foundation, Rogers 
says. 

The money goes toward construction 
of a 7,000-square-foot arts center that 
includes a 600-seat, multi-use perfor- 
mance space and an adjacent art gallery 
to be used for lectures, concerts, theater 
and exhibitions.

Raymond says the art gallery will 
enable the art program to include a stu- 
dio major. While the time limitations 
won’t change the amount of artwork 


students can produce, the new gallery 
will broaden the scope of it. 

“While (the gallery) is not an 
instructional space per se, it’s a living 
classroom where art is presented in its 
best dress,” he says. 

The gallery and other portions of the 
building will be named for the private 
benefactors who help build the $6.7 mil- 
lion center, says Joseph Cartier, Vice 
President of the Office of Institutional 
Advancement. 

The center is part of a $25 million 
capital project for the school, for which 
$17 million has been raised to date, 
Cartier says. 

Construction for the center is 
expected to begin this fall, and be com- 
pleted October 1999. 

To help fund the center, Cartier 
mounted the “Take a Seat” campaign. 
For a $500 donation, one’s name may be 
added to a plaque on one of the plush 
theater seats. 

The school has already sold 30 seats 
through word of mouth at the school 
Cartier says, and hopes to raise 
$300,000 from the campaign.

It happens all the time. Michele Dus- 
sault comes home and finds someone 
else’s car parked in her private parking 
space in the Balmoral Street lot next to 
the Shawsheen fields. 

Tired of the hassle, Dussault is hoping 
to find a way to stop this illegal parking 
without calling in tow trucks or building 
fences. 

Dussault is one of about 40 Balmoral 
condo owners assigned to the private Bal- 
moral Street lot adjacent to the Shaw- 
sheen fields. She compares someone tak- 
ing her space to someone blocking a 
homeowner’s driveway. 

Although the lot is only for the use of 
the Balmoral Street condominium own- 
ers who pay for it, many people regularly 
ignore posted signs and park there any- 
way. The lot is most frequently used by 
parents of youth soccer players, but jog- 
gers, walkers, in-line skaters and others 
who like to use the track and field at the 
site also park there. 

Dussault says she’s asked both town 
Officials and condominium members 
what can be done, and has been told the 
same thing — have the people towed. 

“They should take a tow truck there 
and tow these people, ” says Andover 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski, noting 
that the lot is clearly marked as private.

“That (public parking lot) is really not 
high on our list of priorities. We’ve talked 
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about it off and on. But at this moment, 
with the lights issue (it’s not a forthcom- 
ing project),” says Stapczynski. 

However, Larsen says, “I think that 
(building a public lot) was what the town 
was ready to do when the lawsuit start- 
ed.” 

Although there was no reference to 
building a public lot in the Town Meeting 
article to improve the Shawsheen fields 
that is at the center of the lights issue, 
Larsen says he’d like to go back to Town 
Meeting with an article that calls for both 
lights and a parking lot at the fields. Then 
it will be up to residents to determine if 
they want these things, he says. 

“T would like to have it clearly spelled 
out in the warrant article what we want 
the town to do. It’s not a bond issue, so it 
just needs a simple majority at Town 
Meeting,” says Larsen. “It’s time the 
town said, ‘There are things we want to 
do because they’re good for the town.” 

“I would be willing to sacrifice part of 
that park for a parking lot,’ says Dus- 
sault. 

Dussault grew up in Andover, and 
likes the youth soccer program because 
she knows there’s not enough for kids to 
do. 

“Everyone has a right to use that 
park,” she says. “But people should not 
be parking in the lot.”

Time for the 


debate to end 


The time for debate about what kind of || 


Class schedule Andover High School should 
have in the fall ought to be over by now. 

The matter has been on the table for much 
of the past school year. The views of most 
teachers and students, who want the sched- 
ule to remain as it was, have been well 
expressed. 

Teachers have declared numerous times 
that their view has nothing to do with short- 
er hours for them and everything to do with 
it being better for the students. While some 
have questioned their sincerity in that area, 
we'll give them the benefit of the doubt. 

But administrators decided some time 
ago that a different block schedule would be 
better for students. They should be given the 
benefit of the doubt as well. And they are the 
ones with the authority — and accountabili- 
ty — for the decision. 

So why is the matter not resolved, with 
school due to open again in two months? It 
appears there is some blame on both sides. 

From the administrative side, a change in 
schedule means a change in teaching hours. 
That’s subject to collective bargaining. For 
the School Committee’s attorney to be con- 
tacting the union attorney within the past 
few days to set up times to discuss the matter 
strikes us as a bit late. 

Meanwhile, teachers are upping the ante 
a bit late as well. As the Letters page this 
week amply demonstrates, they are not mak- 
ing any new points, but they are making the 
Same ones they have made before in ever- 
more-lengthy fashion. 

And in demanding that the committee 
reverse the administration’s decision, some 
of them are getting personal. They note that 
the administrators who decided this issue 
aren't even going to be working here next 
year. The implication is that because they 
won't be here, they no longer care about edu- 
cation in Andover. They are being called 
names like “control freaks.” 

The implication is unfair, and the name 
calling says much more about the one doing 
it than the targets. 

More troubling, however, are statements 
that suggest that since this a democracy, the 
administration must do whatever a majority 
of the students and faculty want. One won- 
ders what civics class at AHS is teaching 
that. Indeed, if that is the case, there is no 
need for administrators or a school commit- 
tee, since students and faculty will set policy. 


But this is still a democracy where you | 


have to vote people out of office if you don’t 
like their policies. And if teachers want to 
set policy, they should become administra- 
tors or run for office. 

The blame game aside, it is past time to 
settle this issue. If the teachers intend to 
legally challenge it, they should do so quick- 
ly, so the education of students does not get 
interrupted yet again this fall.

Most reporters don’t make things up 


I have a complaint. I was quoted 
out of context. Well, maybe not out of 
context, but part of my quote was 
used without a qualifying, preceding 
sentence. 

I know. You think the media does 
that all the time. Well it doesn’t. But it 
happens. And now that I’m on the 
other side, I’m more aware of how the 
public feels when an interview does- 
n’t turn out quite right. 

It all began last Thursday. I’d heard 
part of a National Public Radio piece 
about how some Boston Globe colum- 
nist had been asked to resign over 
some fabricated sources in some of 
her columns. 

I was busy and missed which 
columnist it was and some of the 
details. I forgot about it, thinking I’d 
read about it in Friday’s papers. 

We ate out and returned home 
about 7:s0 p.m.

I 
hadn’t read anything new that day on 
the cancer front, so I couldn’t figure 
out what this reporter wanted. 

For those who don’t know me, I’m a 
cancer survivor who is now involved 
in writing about cancer and support- 
ing those going through it. Having 
been both a reporter and editor, I’m 
sympathetic to reporters’ deadlines 
and needs to fill in stories, so I called 
Robichaud. His message said he was 
probably out on a story but he’d call 
back. 

He did, around 9 p.m. Had I heard, 
he wanted to know, about Globe 
columnist Patricia Smith having been 
asked to resign? Well, yes, I had, but 
hadn’t realized it was Smith. And 
what, I wanted to know, had this to do 
with me? 

Robichaud explained that Smith 
had admitted to some made-up people 
and quotes in four columns. The first 
three, he said, weren’t so harmful. 
They were about a man involved in 
setting up the Boston Marathon and 
quotes from a made-up friend of the 
man from Florida who kidnapped his 
two daughters from his ex-wife years 
ago. Those, he said, weren’t that seri- 


ous. 
Still wondering where I fit into this 


picture, I’ve now got on my 
editor/reporter hat and I’m thinking 
anything made up in a newspaper col- 
umn is serious — in fact, worthy of 
termination of the reporter. 

The fourth made-up person is the 
one he wanted to talk about. It was 
about a May 11 Globe column about a 
woman named Claire who, Smith 
wrote, had cancer and was desperate 
to obtain one of the new so-called mir- 
acle pills to cure her cancer. Smith 
has admitted according to the Globe, 
that she made up Claire. Robichaud 
wanted to come to my house right 
away with a camera person, and get 
my reaction. OK, come on over, I said. 

My husband failed to see why 
Robichaud wanted to talk with me. 
Obviously he’s never been an editor 
looking to fill in a story that needs 
another source. Robichaud was near- 
ing deadline and he had a hole in his 
story. He wanted reaction from a per- 
son who'd had cancer. And besides, 
I’m a journalist so he’d hit a home run 
in terms of sources. 

I had missed the column, although 
I’ve been a fan of Patricia Smith. She 
is a natural writer. Phrases and illu- 
minating words filled her columns 
that were often about down-and-out 
people — people who’d been wronged.

AHS student: Don’t 
change schedule 


Editor, Townsman: 

I am a 17-year-old Junior at 
Andover High School, and I am 
writing to protest the new schedule 
being implemented next year at 
AHS. I do not think that the people 
of Andover fully understand what is 
going on. Next year there will be an 
“A/B” schedule, in which students 
take four classes a day, with two dif- 
ferent days of classes, titled “Blue” 
and “Gold,” alternating every other 
day. For next year’s seniors, myself 
included, this will be our fourth dif- 
ferent schedule in as many years we 
have attended Andover High. It is a 
change that is not right and is 
unnecessary. 

The schedule we have now is 
four classes a day, every day, for 
one semester. Everyone seems to 
like this schedule, myself included. 
Almost every teacher I talk to 
prefers this schedule over the pro- 
posed A/B schedule. In fact, a recent 
survey conducted at school revealed 
that 85 percent of the teachers at 
AHS do not want to change the 
schedule. About 1,200 of the stu- 
dents also said that they wanted to 
keep the schedule the way it is. So 
why is the schedule being changed? 

Granted, you cannot please 
everyone, but in a democracy, 
majority rules. If 85 percent of the 
people of Massachusetts voted 
against a proposed item on a ballot, 
it would not pass. So why should it 
be any different in a school? 

It seems to me that the only peo- 
ple who want this schedule are 
Mrs. Parker and Mr. Neal, and nei- 
ther of them are going to be here 
next year, so their Opinions really 
should not matter.

Some young teachers who haven’t seen 
decades of similar situations fail to com- 
prehend how this “jam it down their 
throats” style of management has a 30- 
year history. 

We've “been there, done that” so many 
times that we recognize it without discus- 
sion. What’s surprising is how many 
teachers who have been exposed to this 
environment are still participating in the 
political process, still trying to have a 
positive influence on decision-making, 
regardless of the heavy-handed tactics of 
those who sit very briefly in the seats of 
power. 

As usual, school authority figures are 
happy to involve faculty and students in 
the process, as long as the consensus 
agrees with administration’s predeter- 
mined “best course of action.” Inevitably, 
egos and personalities are the deciding 
factors in who “wins.” 

Unfortunately, this time around, we 
have a lose-lose situation. The stake hold- 
ers are having an unpopular schedule 
force-fed; they lose. On the other side of 
the chasm, notice those in power, who 


think they’ve won. Wrong. The 
melting and erosion of respect and 
loyalty is palpable. 

We can prevent this disaster 
from happening. Before the wheels 
fall off in September, we as a com- 
munity can build a critical mass 
that prevents another Labor Day 
massacre. Who wants to revisit the 
scheduling debacle of September 
97? To resolve this crisis in confi- 
dence, and avoid the chaos that an 
A/B schedule would create, the par- 
ents, students, and faculty must join 
forces to bring this issue to a posi- 
tive resolution. 

Our new superintendent, Claudia 
Bach, has the opportunity, as one of 
her first reasoned acts, to set things 
straight. Hopefully, she will not shy 
away from the chance to prevent 
what would cause havoc. The 
proverbial well has been poisoned 
by outgoing administrators. The 
A/B schedule portends a lost year 
for everyone. We can dig a new well: 
fill in the old one. 

For the benefit of anyone who is 
new to the debate, or who fails to 
understand why the A/B schedule 
might be less desirable, imagine 
being a student trying to cope with 
the following scenario. On Monday, 
three or four classes, each of 82 min- 
utes duration, assign four hours of 
homework due on Wednesday. After 
football practice or cheering, it’s 7:30 
before homework | starts; three 
hours later, half the work is done, 
but exhaustion sets in. On Tuesday, 
two to three different courses assign 
34 hours of homework; this will 
have to wait until Wednesday night, 
because leftover work due Wednes- 
day must be completed. 

At midnight, after four phone 
calls to look for help on calculus, the 
work is not done, but our weary stu- 
dent is. If you have imagined your- 
self in this schedule, are you 
stressed out yet? If not, wait a few days; 
it’s only Wednesday; the tests have not 
begun. 

Wednesday night: the reading for 
humanities, assigned Tuesday, takes 
longer than expected; none of the other 
work is done. Thursday: surprise quiz in 
Spanish. Having run out of time for Span- 
ish homework, the 35 comes as no sur- 
prise. This F on the first quiz is the prod- 
uct of an ill-conceived schedule, brought 
to us by two administrators who no 
longer work in Andover. If you think this 
vignette is a distortion, ask your son or 
daughter; they'll probably agree that 
things could be much worse than in this 
example. 

Multiply this by at least 1,000 strug- 
gling teenagers. Set aside momentarily 
your opinion on the scheduling contro- 
versy; can you honestly say that you 
think your high school student will 
thrive in such an environment? 

Contrast this with a schedule of three 
courses meeting every day, with continuity 
and follow-through on what happened the 
previous day. You probably begin to see why

He flew experimental planes, 
including some designed for night 
surveillance, and taught courses to 
the Special Forces and Navy SEALS.

Though he is still steamed that 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski did 
not hire a certified arborist recently, 
Selectmen Larry Larsen has warmly 
greeted Stapczynski’s new plan for 
improving the condition and number 
of trees in Andover. 

Stapezynski told the board Monday 
night that he will kick off a five-year 
plan by doing a survey of the town 
trees. 

He met Monday morning with a 
neighborhood group to discuss acquir- 
ing state grants, and says he will start 
a specimen tree farm. He also wants to 
make Andover something called a 
“designated Tree City, USA” town. 

Selectmen Larsen and Chairman 
Bill Downs had wanted Andover’s new 
superintendent of parks, cemetery and 
grounds to be a certified arborist. 
When Stapczynski appointed golf 
course superintendent Jack O’Donnell 
to the position against their wishes, 
Larsen sent a memo to Stapczynski, 
calling on him to present a plan for the 
town’s trees. 

“Trees are going to be a major focus

of mine within the next year or two, as 
long as I’m on the board,” says Larsen. 

Monday, Stapczynski responded 
strongly to Larsen’s demand with the 
plan that even pleased Larsen, one of 
the manager’s harshest critics.

Chris Young, a tree fan and member of

the Downtown Andover Neighborhood 
Association, who was disappointed the 
town did not receive a state grant this 
year. 

“We were heartened by the meeting 
(with the town manager),” says Young. 
“We want a 50-year plan, a 500-year 
plan, because we want Andover to con- 
tinue to enjoy trees.” 

Stapczynski told selectmen, “We 
intend to offer a high level of participa- 
tion to groups, whether they be DANA 
or Home of America because you’re 
right, trees are a high priority in our 
town.” 

In his memo to Stapezynski, Larsen 
had said neighborhood groups such as 
the DANA “are eager to see a program 
in place to help us with our tree issue.” 

“I, therefore ask you to respond 
with a very specific plan which you 
could present to the board of select- 
men, ” he wrote. “Candidly, I want to 
see your appointment (of O’Donnell) 
work even though I think it was a mis- 
take.” 

Larsen asked the manager to deter- 
mine: 

* what the size and cost of a tree

farm will be; 

* how Andover will get a state grant 
similar to one the state recently denied 
the town; 

* what help Andover can give to 
groups interested in replenishing the 
town’s trees; 

* how quickly a program can be 
started; and 

* who will be in charge of, and held 
responsible for the success of, the pro- 
gram. 

Monday, Larsen suggested it might 
be cheaper to establish a relationship 
with a nursery for replacing town 
trees. Stapczynski said he will look 
into the cost of both this option and 
maintaining a true tree farm. 

But not everyone was completed sat- 
isfied the town’s trees are being pro- 
tected. Mary Carbone, of Cyr Circle, 
says if the selectmen truly want to pro- 
tect trees they should deal with devel- 
opers at zoning and Planning Board 
hearings. 

“T don’t know what’s happened here. 
We’ve become tree huggers,” she says. 
“Yet we do not address the issue of 
developers taking trees in our town.”

Kate Margolese was looking for a 
way to set a good example. She wants 
her children to grow up knowing the 
importance of volunteering in your 
community.

They, along with their mother, visit 
Gerry Marceau once a week as part of 
the “Friendly Visitor” program, which 
is funded by the town through the 
Andover Senior Center and_ the 
Andover Home for the Aged. It is run 
by Family Services of Lawrence and 
Andover. 

Friendly visitor volunteers commit 
to a minimum of one hour per week 
visiting an elder shut-in who needs 
company. 

“Gerry has been able to see Liana 
learn to walk and talk. That’s been real- 
ly neat for her, to see that much change 
in a little baby,” Margolese says. 

And there are rewards for the volun- 
teer as well. 

“T like getting to know people on a 
deeper level, so I just enjoy the visits. 
Gerry is very neat. She has a lot of his- 
tory to tell,” Margolese says. 

Now in its second year, the program 
has become so popular with elders so 
quickly that there is a waiting list of 15 
people looking for visitors, says volun- 
teer coordinator Olivia Scileppi, who 
spends most of her Friendly Visitors 
time matching up volunteers with 
elders. 

“The bonding is unbelievable. It’s a 
really wonderful program,” Scileppi 
says.

A state investigation into Stacy Arru- 
da, the nurse aide charged with abuse 
including allegedly feeding feces to an 
83-year-old patient at a Wilmington 
nursing home, has turned up no evi- 
dence that Arruda abused patients at an 
Andover home where she later worked. 

Investigators were at Andover’s 
Academy Manor pursuing the matter 
Monday, says Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Mark Muldoon. 

“They went out to the nursing home, 
talked to a bunch of people and went 
over reports,” says Muldoon. “There 
are no new charges coming out of 
Andover. She seems to have been on 
her best behavior at Academy Manor.” 

Arruda, 25, was hired by Andover’s 
Academy Manor after leaving Wilming- 
ton Woods, where she allegedly abused 
80- and 90-year-old patients in a special 
Alzheimer’s unit, says Muldoon. Arru- 
da was quickly fired from Academy 
Manor, after the Wilmington charges 
came to light. 

The two counts of elder abuse and 
seven counts of patient abuse she faces 
all stem from Arruda’s time at Wilming- 
ton Woods. 

She was arraigned Monday in Cam-

Later, she allegedly pushed 
the same Wilmington patient out of her 
wheelchair, grabbed her arms and 
dragged her to her bedroom. 

The AG’s office says when one co- 
worker questioned Arruda about mak- 
ing the woman eat her own feces, Arru- 
da allegedly laughed. 

Arruda also allegedly spit directly 
into the face of a 92-year-old patient, 
pulled the hair of an 86-year-old patient, 
and assaulted another 87-year-old nurs- 
ing home resident. 

Arruda’s record with the state was 
clean when she applied for the Andover 
job, says Muldoon, and she reportedly 
did not tell Academy Manor she had 
worked for Wilmington. 

Academy Manor says it not only 
checked the state Nurse Aide Registry 
but also ran state and national criminal 
background checks and consulted with 
all of Arruda’s known references before 
hiring her.

Then volunteers take training cours- 
es in aging and sensitivity training, the 
one significant expense of the program.

Cronin was in need of such compan- 
ionship in her old age, and entitled to it 
through the Elder Americans Act, says 
her daughter Margaret Cronin. 

When M. Rita Cronin was 94, she 
and her daughter got the a bill on the 
floor of Annual Town Meeting in 1996 
to establish the Friendly Visitors pro- 
gram in Andover. 

While both of them were sick the 
day of the vote, residents passed the 
article. 

“A lot of people helped,” Margaret 
Cronin says. “In the end it was the peo- 
ple who made this happen.” 

While Margaret did a lot of legwork 
and made a lot of phone calls since her 
mother had gone deaf, to get support 
for the bill, Rita’s determination was 
what fueled the fire. 

The rewards of volunteering are the 
fuel now, she says. 

“The rewards are immeasurable. 
You'd be surprised how much you get 
in return. It’s not just a one-way street. 
A little money creates a lot of help,” 
Cronin says. 


Doherty site scrapped 
for new senior center 


Because of the wetness of the land 
behind Doherty Middle School, the idea 
of building a new senior center there 
will soon be sunk officially. 

Selectmen have asked Town Counsel 
Tom Urbelis to prepare documents they 
need to ask the state Legislature to drop 
a special petition before it. 

The petition would have transferred 
control of about three acres of land 
behind Doherty from the School Com- 
mittee to the selectmen for the purpose 
of building a senior center. This land 
will now remain in the school depart- 
ment’s control, assuming the Legisla- 
ture drops the petition. 

The Doherty Middle School site was 
one of three seriously considered by the 
Council on Aging, but it had been the 
low site of the totem pole for some time. 
The ideas still being considered include 
renovating Williams Hall at Phillips 
Academy, or building a new center on 
land near the West Andover fire station. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
says the Doherty site fell out of favor 
with the senior design selection team 
because the state’s Rivers Act would 
make it difficult to build the center they 
want there.

ule. That’s the whole thrust of what we are 
doing,” Meyers says. 

Retiring Superintendent Richard E. Neal 
announced at his last meeting last week that 
the administration supported the decision of 
outgoing AHS Principal Ellen A. Parker to use 
an alternating day schedule next year — a 
change from this year’s semesterized schedule. 

But Meyers says he had been assured that a 
final decision on this fall’s schedule would not 
be made until collective bargaining on the mat- 
ter had been completed. He says he doesn’t 
want to assume that the schedule choice is a 
“foregone conclusion,” and considers bargain- 
ing over the schedule to be a way teachers can 
direct changes educationally. 

In this year’s semesterized block schedule, 
Meyers says having three or four courses per 
semester allowed more focus, more in-depth 
reading, more writing and insightful analysis. 

“The A/B (the schedule chosen by Parker) 
doesn’t afford that. Courses all year every other 
day takes away from the concentration and 
focus,” Meyers says. 

Meyers also complained at last week’s meet- 
ing that the Committee shouldn’t be discussing 
the schedule while the matter was still in collec- 
tive bargaining, but made a point to tell com- 
mittee members that a schedule that isn’t sup- 
ported by the staff is likely to fail. 

Meyers says the comment at last week’s 
meeting was in no way a threat that teachers 
would sabotage the schedule next year, but 
more of an endorsement of this year’s schedule. 

“There have been phenomenal shifts that 
have occurred at AHS this year, and we finally 
found something that everyone is embracing,” 
Meyers says. 

School Committee member Tina Girdwood 
agreed that a program will work better if is sup- 
ported by the staff, and that happy workers pro- 
duce a better product, but added that the teach- 
ers were not ignored when the schedule was 
chosen. 

“T hope people will recognize that there was 
a lot of discussion, and teachers’ opinions were 
considered. A lot of times management makes 
decisions that their staff doesn’t agree with,” 
she says. 

Meyers says while he doesn’t have documen- 
tation to prove it, Students support for the 
semesterized schedule, and he has encouraged 
them to talk to their parents about it. 

The AEA mailed a letter home to parents 
regarding the schedule.

have argued that the 1996 Town 
Meeting approved only small lights 
for winter for ice skating, selectmen 
have claimed the article allows them 
to install much larger lights.

“We talked to the selectmen for 
two years, until we were blue in the 
face, and they turned a deaf ear to 
us. The bottom line remains the resi- 
dents of Shawsheen were shafted by 
town officials — but we’re happy to 
talk with them,” he says. 

It is not clear, however, if

New cleanup 


ordered at Mobil 


Contaminated ground water under 
the Mobil station at 309 Lowell Street is 
set to be cleaned up with a more potent 
filtration per order of the Department 
of Environmental Protection. 

Everett Penney, head of Andover’s 
Health Department says the contami- 
nation is at low levels and presents no 
danger, but its proximity to Fish Brook 
gives it potential to migrate into the 
town’s water supply. 

“Our main concern is the surface 
water supply and protection of public 
health,” he says. 

The contamination is left over from 
an oil spill that occurred in the 1980s 
Penney says. That spill has been 
cleaned up for six or seven years 
through a system of vapor extraction 
and monitoring wells, he says. A recent 
rise in levels was cause 
to use a stronger filtra- 
tion system, but not to 
be alarmed about public 
health, Penney says. 

“Three samples in 
May 1998 showed very 
low levels — parts per 
billion,” he says. 

Scientists at the firm 
in charge of monitoring 
the site, Ground water 
& Environmental Ser- 
vices, Inc. (GES) of 
North Andover, decided 
to put the filtration sys- 
tem back into operation 
with some modern 
advances that should 
filter the water better, 
Penney says.

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School space task force invites public comment

Members of the school Space 
Needs Task Force surfaced this 
week with a set of working 
assumptions they plan to use in 
solving the classroom crunch. 

But before they put their num- 
bers into action — which will lead 
directly back to the debate over a 
proposed new middle school — 
they want feedback from resi- 
dents. They’re inviting the public 
to attend a meeting July 21 to dis- 
cuss the working assumptions 


they’ve drawn, and what to do 
next. 

The task force includes School 
Committee members Eric Nad- 
womy and Tina Girdwood; 
Finance Committee members 
Donald Robb, Don Schroeder and 
Joanne Marden; Selectmen John 
Hess and Brian Major; school 
administrators Richard E. Neal, 
Marinel McGrath, Bernie Tuttle 
and David Harding; and parents 
Greg Holzworth and_ Patrice 
Minton.

Citizens United for a Better 
Andover (CUBA), a citizens 
group opposed to the proposed 
new school off Cross Street 
and High Plain Road, had 
unsuccessfully sought a seat 
for one of its members on this 
committee. 

The two major portions of 
the report are a set of working 
assumptions for school popu- 
lation predictions and school 
capacities. 

While enrollment predic- 
tions turned out quite similar 
to previous studies, Girdwood 
says, school capacities are 
down because the committee 
used a different method to cal- 
culate classroom space. 

In previous studies, Gird- 
wood says, classrooms that 
were designed for a specific 
use, like art or music, that are 
now used for regular class- 
room space in a crunch, were 


counted as_ regular class- 
rooms. This time around, 
they didn’t count those 
spaces, 


To calculate capacities, 
they multiplied the total num- 
ber of regular classrooms by 
the average class size (20 in 
kindergarten, 23 in grades 1 
and 2, and 25 in grades 3 
through 8), which is higher 
than the committee’s recom- 
mended class size. 

They also divided each

school equally by grade to 
ensure that students wouldn’t 
be transferred in and out of 
schools before ninth grade, 
says Marden. 

“The last building capacity 
analyses were not that finely 
tuned,” Marden says. 

The capacity calculations 
in the report are based on a 
configuration of an equal 
number of classes in each 
grade per school; if Bancroft 
had four first grade classes, 
grades two through five at 
Bancroft would also have four 
classes each. 

System-wide, the total stu- 
dent capacity dropped by 330, 
from 4,068 to 3,738. 

Committee members are 
also considering “building in” 
a lower class size, and recal- 
culating capacities with ideal 
class sizes rather than the 
average class sizes, the report 
said. 

The enrollment projections 
are an average of three differ- 
ent enrollment prediction 
methods, Girdwood says: the 
Cohort Survival method used 
by the state and in past stud- 
ies, compiled by Schools Busi- 
ness Manager Tuttle; a second 
analysis by Holzworth; and a 
third paid independent evalu- 
ation from NESDEC (New 
England School Development 
Council). 


Girdwood described Holz- 
worth’s predictions as the 
highest, and Tuttle’s as “pret- 
ty darn conservative,” but 
“by and large, they weren’t 
that far apart to start with.” 

Committee members 
agreed that population predic- 
tions more than 10 years 
ahead are not very accurate, 
despite the state’s request for 
such estimates to obtain 
school building reimburse- 
ment money. 

Another problem with this 
model, Girdwood says, is that 
while the numbers they are 
working with are based on 
the most current data avail- 
able, the model assumes that 
population trends of this year 
will continue. 

Asked how the committee 
would handle a negative reac- 
tion to the numbers or meth- 
ods the committee used, Gird- 
wood says she doesn’t know. 

“I have no idea,” she says. 

Marden says, for her, it 
would depend on what their 
criticism is, and if it makes 
sense. 

“What we have to do at this 
point is listen to people and 
their concerns,” she says.

Andover) arrived about 9:30 and, said 
the reporter, they were really pushing 
deadline. He handed me the May 11 
piece from the Globe (he’d just come 
from the Globe, where he had 
obtained a quote or two but wasn’t 
allowed an on-camera interview) and 
asked me to read it while they set up 
for a quick shoot. 

The quotes in Smith’s column 
seemed too dramatic and too perfect- 
ly-said to be true. (And that, a Globe 
editor later said, was what finally did 
in Smith. Someone at the newspaper 
noticed Smith’s quotes often seemed 
too good to be true, so they started 
checking sources.) 

One quote, which the Globe again 
quoted in a news story the next day 
about the incident, was cancer- 
patient Claire saying about one of the 
new “cures”: “I’m not proud. Right 
away, I said, ‘Rub it on my skin, pop it 
to me in a pill, shoot me up with it.’ If 
I could find a way to steal it, I would. 
Hell, if I could get my hands on it, I’d 
swallow the whole ... mouse.” (The 
pill has cured cancer in mice.) 

“Claire” also said she’d purchased 
a coffin, and it seemed to me — quick- 
ly reading it — that she was early on 
in her diagnosis. No way, it didn’t 
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ring true to me. Of course that’s a bit 
unfair, since I knew while reading it 
that Claire was a fabricated person. 

Another interesting twist for me in 
the whole Smith story was that 
toward the end of the column she 
quoted Martie Carnie, one of the 
women in Lisa Adelsberger’s and my 
book, Living With Breast Cancer. 
Carnie, who has become a good 
friend, had a phone interview with 
Smith, who was looking for the reac- 
tion of a cancer survivor to the new 
“cure.” 

In her column, Smith told how 
Carnie’s husband, Robert, is coaching 
some childhood sport, and of their 
four friends involved, Martie Carnie 
is the only one of four wives who has 
survived breast cancer. Robichaud 
said he’d been unable to reach 
Carnie. 

I reached Carnie a few days later, 
and she was as dumbfounded as I that 
Smith made up a person with cancer. 

“I don’t understand because there’s 
no need for it,” she said. 

In fact, Carnie received permission 
from a woman she’s been supporting 
to give Smith her name. This woman 
has run out of treatment options and 
is preparing to die. That interview, 
one suspects, would have been dra- 
matic enough, even for Smith! But 
Smith never called her. 

In fact, Carnie told me _ that 
although she’d had a good interview

with Smith, Patricia Smith didn’t 
seem interested in the names of can- 
cer survivors Carnie was prepared to 
share with her. Carnie said Smith 
had made a few mistakes in the col- 
umn, “but they were no big deal.” 
Smith had said Robert Carnie was 
coaching the sport now when it was 
years ago, and Carnie told me she’d 
said there are “more than 30 kinds of 
breast cancer,” and Smith used an 
incorrect number, which I can’t 
remember now — either 40 or 50. 

I thought it sad that Carnie 
thought those errors weren’t a prob- 
lem. Had I been the editor, I would 
have chewed out the reporter for 
those errors, and told her those mis- 
takes are unacceptable. 

Carnie called me back about an 
hour after I’d first broken the news to 
her about Smith’s column. Now she 
was quite upset. “I trusted her 
because she was a woman,” Carnie 
said. “Talking woman-to-woman, I’d 
put my trust in her. Now I’m bitter. I 
think it’s going to affect all of us in 
regard to our next interview.” She’s 
talking interview with any reporter. 

Getting back to the night I was 
interviewed for TV,  Robichaud 
explained he’d ask me a few questions 
and they'd be off. In fact, he said after 
the interview that he was practically 
“hyperventilating” because he was so 
close to deadline. It was, I think, 9:45 
when they left my house, and he said

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by this time he was usually back in the news- 
room, editing his piece, and now he hadn’t 
even written it. The piece would air on the 11 
p.m. news. 

At 11 my husband and I were at the ready, 
with a tape in the VCR to capture the inter- 
view. It was, as I'd expected, short. He used 
only a sentence or two from me, but he left out 
an important quote. He led my part of the story 
with something like “Cancer survivor and 
journalist Perry Colman (sic)...” and I don’t 
remember the rest of that sentence; but I said it 
was “ludicrous” for Smith to have made up a 
person because we cancer survivors “are a 
dime a dozen.” I said she easily could have 
found one of us to quote. Of course we might 
not have been as dramatic as “Claire,” not as 
articulate. 

Smith went so far as to give Claire a size, 
weighing in at something like 142, I think I 
remember. How bizarre. 

But what Robichaud left out was the part 
where I said I was reluctant to pass judgment 
on Smith, not knowing why she did it. 

Really, what I said was true, it’s just that I 
said it in a softer manner than the one sen- 
tence implied, standing out there all alone. He 
had baited me, and I don’t blame him, to get 
the “ludicrous” reaction. How do you as a can- 
cer survivor, he asked, feel about her having 
made up a survivor? That was ludicrous, I’d 
replied. 

In some of the parts he didn’t use, I said I’d 
never even thought to tell reporters never to 
make up a source or to make up quotes. I said 
I’ve always told them not to use a quote unless 
that is exactly what the person said, and that if 
you aren’t sure it’s an exact quote, call the 
source back and run it by him or her. 

I said that Smith had damaged the credibili- 
ty of journalists and the media, which is 
already under fire. How can the public trust us 
if we make up thoughts, people and quotes in 
our columns? It’s tempting to dramatize people 
and situations, but of course it’s morally 
wrong. The job of journalists is to tell the truth, 
to put out there whatever we come across. 

It is not our job to come up with a premise, 
and then to make the quotes and sources fit 
into the premise. Yes, we think we’re looking 
for a certain angle, we surmise that cancer sur- 
vivors will be angry that a columnist made up 
a source, so we call survivors to see if our 
premise is correct. If we find something else, 
then it is our moral duty to report what we 
found. 

In the following days, I found that people 
wonder why the Globe picked on Smith and 
not other columnists as well. My own sister 
said why her, when everyone else does it. I said 
no way, everyone else does not do it, honestly. 
But the public doesn’t believe it. Smith has 
brought our industry down another peg and 
that’s too bad. 

Robichaud did an excellent job putting the 
piece together on such short notice, I’ll give 
him that. And he did an OK job taking from my 
interview what he needed. I would accept 
another interview with him. 

In fact, the best thing that Robichaud did 
was phone me the next morning, asking how I 
felt the interview, as well as the segment, came 
out. I told him I was disappointed that he’d left 
out a sentence softening my position. 

But in the end, he was a star because he pre- 
sented what he found. He didn’t make up a 
“Claire.” He found me, a journalist who’s a 
cancer survivor, and he did his job honestly. 
Most reporters and editors behave that way, 
honestly they do.

cide in another community, 
and her experiences including 
comforting one friend who 
was told by her parents not to 
talk about it with anyone.

Semesterized 
makes sense 


Editor, Townsman: 

The Andover High School 
community is grappling with the 
question of which schedule to 
implement in the fall of 1998. 
Teachers and students favor the 
semesterized schedule while the 
outgoing superintendent, Mr. 
Dick Neal, and some members of 
the administration, favor the 
A/B schedule. 

In the semesterized schedule, 
students take three to four class- 
es each semester for a total of 
seven classes for the school year, 
It is similar to what we have used 
this past year. In the A/B sched- 
ule, students take three to four 
classes on day A and three to four 
classes on day B, with days A and 
B rotating throughout the school 
year. 

Neither schedule is complete- 
ly exclusive; in the semesterized 
schedule there are a small num- 
ber of classes in the A/B format 
and vice versa. AP classes are 
year-long and are the same in

Proponents of the A/B have 
argued that the MCAS Test 
would create difficulties for the 
sophomore class for two main 
reasons. 

First, they say students will 
miss an inordinate amount of 
time from second semester class- 
es, because taking the test 
requires approximately 10 class- 
es worth of time. In a semester 
that lasts for 90 classes, this is a 
legitimate concern. However, in 
either schedule, sophomores are 
going to miss approximately 10 
Classes. Hence, the real question 
is, what will be the difference in 
lost time with one schedule ver- 
sus the other? 

In the A/B schedule, students 
would miss approximately 1.5 
Classes in each subject (10 class- 
es/seven subjects). In the semes- 
terized schedule, students would 
miss approximately three classes 
per subject (10 classes/three or 
four subjects). 

Thus, the difference is 1.5 
Classes out of a total of 90 classes 
for second semester subjects. 

Is this a large enough differ- 
ence over which to base a major 
philosophical decision about 
scheduling at a high school? It 
isn’t. Consider the following: stu- 
dents miss five to 10 classes each 
year due to factors such as 
planned fire drills, unplanned 
fire drills, half-days, field day, 
class field trips, sophomore class 
assemblies, school-wide assem- 
blies, unplanned assemblies, etc. 

Appropriate planning can mit- 
igate the disruption caused by 
MCAS; for example, one could 
put more of the sophomore class 
assemblies and (planned) fire 
drills in the first semester. This 
would easily offset the small dif. 
ference in lost time. 

Also, proponents of A/B fail to 
mention that sophomores would 
likely face disruptions in all 
seven classes at once, rather than 
three or four in the semesterized 
schedule. This is potentially 
more difficult to manage. 

In either schedule, teachers 
are going to account for the 
missed classes and make appro- 
priate adjustments, so that no 
student is penalized. 

The second argument made 
by A/B proponents is that stu- 
dents will not do well on the 
MCAS test because of the timing 
of the test. The argument goes as 
follows. 

Since first semester subjects 
end in January, students will not 
be attending all seven of their 
subjects (only three or four) 
immediately prior to the test in 
May. The concern is that the 
delay will make for lower scores

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on the test. 

The MCAS test, however, will 
be based on accumulated knowl- 
edge from the eighth to 10th 
grade; it does not test solely the 
sophomore curriculum. The 
main question to consider in 
looking at success on the MCAS 
is this: in the three years prior to 
the test, has the student had a 
solid education, emphasizing the 
critical thinking skills that the 
MCAS is designed to test? 

The answer to the question is 
yes. Our students will score well, 
especially after the curriculum is 
aligned appropriately. 

Also, students who do experi- 
ence a threemonth delay will 
have had the benefit of having 
taken entire courses, prior to the 
test, while A/B students will 
have finished none of their class- 
es by test time. This will help off. 
set any negative effects due to the 
three-month delay. 

Teachers and students have 
argued that the semesterized 
schedule is preferred because it 
enhances the quality of learning 
and instruction. In the semester- 
ized schedule, students are able 
to focus on a smaller number of 
subjects and gain an in-depth, 
comprehensive understanding of 
the subject matter. i 
occurs in a way that emphasizes 
higher-order thinking skills such 
as comparative analysis and syn- 
thesis. 

Ironically, these are exactly 
the thinking skills that are being 
emphasized in education 
through semesterized blocks, and 
also reflected in tests such as the 
MCAS. 

In our school system, the pri- 
ority must be in providing our 
students with the best possible 
educational experience. Scores 
on the MCAS, SAT I, SAT II, and 
others tests, will follow accord- 
ingly. 

Even if the arguments for the 
A/B had more validity, we would 
still need to be concerned about 
how students will perform on 
tests such as the SAT I and the 
SAT II subject tests. The focused 
approach of the semesterized 
schedule, with the emphasis on 
in-depth understanding, will best 
prepare students for these kinds 
of tests. 

Let’s not sacrifice an excellent 
learning environment in order to 
try to do marginally better on an 
experimental state test. The cost 
is too high. 

Finally, I encourage you to 
talk to students about this mat- 
ter. There is value in what the 
students have to say. How can we 
talk about moving toward stu- 
dent-centered education if we are 
not willing to hear the voices of

y now we've all heard the 

message that sunlight 

contains hazardous UVA/ 

UVB rays that produce 

unwanted and harmful 
changes to our skin. Because of the 
depletion of the ozone layer, more of 
these dangerous rays are reaching the 
earth’s surface than ever. Before you 
head outside, here are some important 
facts about excessive sun exposure, 
solar damage, skin cancer and sun 
protection. 

America is experiencing a skin 
cancer epidemic. According to esti- 
mates from the American Academy of 
Dermatology, one million skin cancers 
will be diagnosed in the United States 
in 1998 alone. People with fair skin and 
those who abuse the sun are at the 
highest risk. 

Skin cancer comes in three main 
varieties. The two most common forms 
are basal cell carcinoma (800,000 
cases/year) and squamous cell carci- 
noma (160,000 case/year).

Although this cancer is less common 
than the others (40,000 case/year), its 
incidence is rising at the rate of four 
percent per year. In fact, while 
melanoma was once a rare condition, it 
is now the fifth most common 
malignancy in the United States.

Melanoma typically appears 
as a new, changing or large brown 
mole. Often such a mole becomes 
asymmetric, unevenly colored and 
develops an irregular border.

or in a shaded area during these hours. 
You should also avoid other sources of 
ultraviolet radiation such as tanning 
booths. 

3. When you are outside, a broad 
spectrum sunscreen and protective 
clothing should always be worn. 
Sunscreen with a sun protection factor 
(SPF) of 15 or higher that blocks both 
UVA/UVB light should be used. Apply 
sunscreen liberally 30 minutes before 
sun exposure and reapply it every two 
hours or after swimming or other 
vigorous exercise. 

It is important to know that daily, 
incidental unprotected sun exposure, 
such as getting in and out of your car, 
even driving (UVA rays penetrate 
through glass) produces a significant 
cellular damage over time. 


Finally, it should be noted that 
several recent reports criticizing the 
effectiveness of sunscreens have re- 
ceived media attention. These reports 
were confusing and seemed to min- 
imize the importance of sunscreen. 
Sunscreens do not protect you from all 
wave-lengths of ultraviolet light and 
thus should not give you a feeling of 
complete protection for excessive 
periods of time. When used correctly, 
however, they do protect you from 
most forms of skin cancer and many 
undesirable skin changes associated 
with aging.

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Cultivating an 
attractive garden 


It’s like a breath of fresh air. 

Soil needs air and water just as 
people do. That’s how plants remain 
healthy. 

The proper garden tools can help 
your soil and your plants by breaking 
up the hard top layer of packed dirt. 
This allows water and air to get down 
into the soil, and enhances the activity 
plants need in order to draw nutrients. 
Planting is simpler in loose soil, too. 

“There’s nothing better for your 
shrubs, bushes, flowers, vegetables and 
turf than cultivation,’ says Web 
Thompson, a gardening expert. “The 
more air, water and other nutrients 
available to your plants, the better they 
root and the better they look.” 

The easiest way to cultivate is to use 
a long-handled tool with a corkscrew 
spiral action, Thompson adds.

Thompson says these tools can 
cultivate, loosen, aerate and weed, all 
at the same time, without damaging 
root systems. 

“They benefit the plants by getting 
them the moisture and nutrients they 
need,” Thompson says. “And they 
benefit the gardener by making gar- 
dening fun with beautiful results for 
the neighbors to look at.”

To eliminate other nuisances such as 
noise, the manipulation of sound will 
heighten the mood and drown out the 
sounds of cars and noisy neighbors.

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Make your pool party 
plans without alcohol 


Swimming is one of the best ways 
to wile away a hot summer day. It’s 
fun to party around the pool with 
friends and family — as long as 
alcohol isn’t part of your pool party 
plans. 


Drinking and diving don’t mix. It is 
well documented that alcohol impairs 
your coordination, depth and distance 
perception, judgment, and reaction 
time — all of which are essential for 
water safety. 

There are several simple dos and 
don’ts about diving in recreational 
pools that can make playing in the 
pool the kind of pleasure it ought to 
be. 

Experts from the National 
Swimming Pool Safety Committee 
suggest that you keep the following in 
mind — and perhaps pin them up near 
the pool: 

« Don’t drink, or take drugs, and 
dive. About half of all diving injuries 
are associated with pre-dive alcohol or 
drug consumption. Diving requires 
many high-level physical skills that 
are depressed or distorted by alcohol 
and other drugs. 

¢ Do know the depth of the water 


and make sure it is deep enough for 


your dive. 
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* Do be sure there are no 
submerged floating objects, such as 
other swimmers, inner tubes or floats, 
in the water. 

* Don’t dive into an above-ground 
pool. 

- Don’t slide head first down a pool 
slide. 

* Do remember to steer your body ~ 
upward as you dive. Keep your head 
up and your arms extended over your 
head. Steer up with your hands once 
you enter the water. 

- Do keep your dives simple. Save 
fancy and competitive dives for a 
competition pool. 

- Do take your diving lessons from a 
qualified instructor. 

- Don’t push or throw anyone in the 
water. It’s seldom funny and is the 
cause of many accidents 

« Don’t try to dive into an inner tub 
or other water toys. 

* Don’t take your eyes off children 
when they’re near the pool, even for a 
second. There rarely is a call for help 
or a splash before a drowning. Don’t 
relax your vigilance even if there are 
barriers around the pool.

If you're a country dweller or 
suburbanite and have problems with 
deer dining on your flowers, landscape 
plants or vegetables, you may be 
interested in a couple of odd, effective 
ways to keep deer at bay. 

Good news travels fast, and the 
word is getting around that the 
fragrant deodorant bar soap, Irish 
Spring, is the way to go, a big turnoff 
to whitetails. A friend of mine told me 
how deer devastated her vegetable and 
flower garden until a farmer suggested 
hanging bars of Irish Spring from 
stakes set around the garden. It 
worked to perfection, and the deer 
stayed away all summer. 

The Maryland Extension Service 
has another solution - details on an 
effective, affordable, single-strand 
electric deer fence made of polywire, a 
high-visibility plastic filament wire 
interwoven with strands of stainless 
steel. A single strand of polywire is 
suspended about 30 inches above the 
ground from 3- to 4-foot-tall fiberglass 
rods spaced 30 feet to 50 feet apart. 

Aluminum foil flags attached to the 
wire with clips or tape are coated with 
peanut butter. Deer are attracted to the 
peanut butter, try to eat it and get a 
shock. It causes no harm, but they 
never forget it! The polywire fencing 
costs about $277 for a three-acre area. 
It can be taken down and easily moved.

Big, strong trees 
need lots of TLC 


While they may appear big and 
strong, trees need special care, too. 
Choosing trees is often the most 
important decision a gardener is faced 
with. Their size and long life makes 
trees important and_ often the 
dominant figures in a garden for years 
to come. 

And whether selected for their 
splashes of color, as a source of food, 
shade or as a screen for added privacy, 
all trees, big and small, benefit from 
proper care - care often reserved for 
the smaller inhabitants of the garden. 

According to my _— experience, 
although they seem big enough and 
strong enough to fend for themselves, 
trees can only reach their greatest 
potential with proper care. 

In their first few years of life, trees 
require fertilizing in the spring and 


fall and generous watering once a 
week, unless there is plenty of rain 
and spraying to ward off disease and 
insects. In addition, mature trees also 
can benefit from a similar healthful 
diet and faithful care. 

A little care at the start will pay off 
in the long run. I offer the following 
advice to expert and novice gardeners 
alike, many of whom focus their 
attention on the seemingly more 
fragile and needy members of the 


garden flowers, plants and 
vegetables. 
Fertilizing 
Supplementing a_ tree's. natural 


intake of nitrogen, phosphorus and 
potassium with routine fertilizing does 
wonders for its well-being. 

To encourage a healthy root system, 
start with a fertilizer that offers a root- 
zone feeding such as Osmocote Tree & 
Shrub Planting Tablets 20-10-5. And 
whether you select a liquid fertilizer, 
applied with a sprayer; a_ solid 
fertilizer, such as Osmocote controlled- 
release tablets (placed underground 
only once) for year-long feeding; or a 
granular formulation that is 
distributed by hand, make certain that 
it fits your need for convenience. This 
will best ensure faithful feedings. 

Keep in mind when a controlled- 
release formulation is used, a single 
application at the start will provide 
trees with the essential nutrients 
needed year-round. Otherwise, young 
trees should be fertilized once in the

spring, just bine new ele starts, 
and once again in the fall, just after the 
leaves start to drop. 


Watering 

Trees can only absorb nutrients 
through their roots when watered. 
Therefore, a ready supply of water is a 
must. 

Young trees need to be watered 
much more frequently than older 
trees. Avoid frequent light waterings 
that may encourage roots to grow too 
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near the surface. A thorough, deep 
watering once a week is best to 
promote healthy trees. 

Look for early signs of needed water 
so that immediate action can be taken. 
Symptoms include lack of luster or 
shine to the leaves,drooping leaves at 
the top of the tree and at the end of the 
branches,and dry soil from a sample
